I Green Beret Capt. John J. Mc­ 
Carthy Jr. says he is “confident 
I will be acquitted” of the mur­ 
der of a Cambodian aide in Viet­ 
nam, for which he spent nearly 
two years in confinement. 
McCarthy started a month­ 
long home leave with his family 
Monday after his release by the 
Army pending his appeal to the 
Court of Military Review. He 
had been held at the discipli­ 
nary barracks at Ft. Leaven­ 
worth, Ran., since January 1968. 
Asked whether the dropping 
of charges against eight other 
Green Berets accused of slaying 
a South Vietnamese agent might 
have led to his release, Mc­ 
Carthy said, “The only parallel 
is that we all belong to the same 
unit.” 
McCarthy. 26. flew to Phoenix 
and was met by his wife, his 
three children and his parents.

DETROIT (AP) — Dreams of 
year-around 
shipping 
on 
the 
Greait Lakes have been rekin­ 
dled bv an giant ice-breaking 
tanker’s crunching of a new 
year-around trade route through 
the Arctic Northwest Passage 
to bring oil from Alaska. 
The U.S. Corps of Engineers 
currently is making a study on 
the economic feasibility of win­ 
ter lake sailing. Its recommen­ 
dations will go to Congress next 
December. 
There 'is virtually no sailing 
on the Great Lakes or the St. 
Lawrence Seaway from Decem­ 
ber to April because of ice, win­ 
ter storms and visibility prob­ 
lems. 
But Stanley Haas, a vice pres­ 
ident of Humble Oil Co. and its 
Manhattan 
project 
director, 
says; “The Great Lakes are a 
tead-pipe cinch. Really, they 
have tint capability right now to 


navigate on a year-around basis. 
The techniology is there if the 
economics make the situation 
desirable.” 
It is Humbde’s SS Manhattan 
which is cutting through the 
Northwest Passage. 
“We have ail the technology 
we need, more technology than 
we know what to do with,” said 
Ernesrt Marshall of the U. S. 
Lakes Survey. “There’s just no 
driving economic force.”

be easy with unlimited

sources,” said Philip McC'allis- 
ter, of the Coit) of Engineers 
planning branch, “but we recog­ 
nize the real constraints in pri­ 
vate sec*tor costs.”

Maj. Gen. Carl C. Turner, 56, 
who retired in 1968 as Army 
provost marshal general, 
was 
summoned by the Senate inves­ 
tigations subcommitteee which 
heard accusations against him 
last week and again Monday. 
Turner, who was appointed 
chief U.S. marshal after his 33- 
year military career, resigned 
abruptly early last month from 
the new Justice Department 
job. 
A subcommittee investigator 
testified Monday that Turner 
persuaded police chiefs in Chi­ 
cago and Kansas City to give 
him hundreds of confiscated ri­ 
fles, shotguns and handguns. 
The investigator said many of 
the guns—some of which turned 
up in an illegal five-ton cache of 
weapons being sent to rebels in 
Haiti—were sold by Turner for 
private gain, even though the of­ 
ficer had signed receipts stating 
they were to be used for Army 
training. 
Witnesses last week accused 
Turner of a coverup and a “god­ 
damn fix” for allegedly block­ 
ing investigation into the affairs 
of Sergeant Major of the Army 
William O. Wooldridge. 
The subcommittee has heard 
allegations 
Wooldridge 
was 
leader of a clique of sergeants 
who systematically looted the 
funds, equipment, food and liq­ 
uor of the noncommissioned of­ 
ficers clubs they ran in Ger­ 
many, South Vietnam and the 
United States.

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Winning The Race 


Til ere seems to be a sense of urgency about 


bo many things these days. Quite in keeping 
with the times is Escanaba’s pioneer industry 
— the Chicago & North Western Railway — 
which is in a competitive ore shipping situation 
and is out to set a new ore handling record here 
this year. 
Tile Escanaba area is watching th e ore 
loading race with more than usual interest, for 
the North Western is starting its second century 
in business here with a new ore loading facility 
that has yet to fully prove itself. There’s much 
at stake to the economy of the community, the 
area and the region if the new terminal proves 
that it can do the efficient job for which it was 
designed. 
The North Western hopes to move 7.000,000 
or so tons of ore through Escanaba before the 
shipping season ends. That will be about a half­ 
million tons above any past year, and a new 
record will be set. 


The Escanaba area has been the beneficiary 
of Chicago & North Western enterprise and de­ 
velopment beginning as early as 1862 when Wil­ 
liam B. Ogden, founder of the North Western, 
backed a new line to serve the iron mining in­ 
dustry. 
The Peninsula Rail Road was organized, a 
line was surveyed from the Jackson mine at 
Negaunee to Gena (later Masonville) at the head 
of Little Bay de Noc, and if the line had been 
located as intended Escanaba would not have 
been the terminus. But Gena property owners 
and the railroad couldn’t get together and Sand 
Point — now Escanaba — was chosen as the 
terminal location. 
Construction of the railroad line and a dock 
at Escanaba followed. The first ore was shipped 
in 1864 — a total of 31.072 tons for the season. 
That’s only a couple of big boatloads today, 
but it was a fabulous volume in the 1860’s com­ 
pared to the few thousands of tons of ore hauled 
on sleds from the mines to Maruette for ship­ 
ment. 


The North Western’s effect on Escanaba 
has been continuing, beneficial, and appreciated. 
The railway’s centennial observance at Escanaba 
a few years ago was one of the most successful 
celebrations of its kind in this community, per­ 
haps due to the acknowledged debt to the father 
of the child that is now Escanaba. 
Down came the old North Western Railway 
ore dock last year and up went the new and mod­ 
em conveyor type, backed by the new ore hand­ 
ling mechanism and storage facility. Cost of the 
modernization topped $16 million. 
The new* ore loading operation began this 
spring — and was plagued by more problems 
than even the most pessimistic might expect. 
For a time it appeared that any anticipated ore 
record for 1969 was only wishful thinking. But 
most of the bugs appear to have been gotten out 
of the operation, which is clicking along at a 
pace that sets new loading records every month. 
Will the North Western succeed in its goal 
of a new tonnage record this year? The com­ 
munity hopes so, for many reasons, including the 
affection that comes from a long-standing and 
mutually helpful association of more than a 
century. 


Peninsula Potpourri 
A missing Detroit man, Orwald P. Toffolo, 
61, is being sought in the Ontonagon area- He 
was last seen in Ontonagon a week ago and since 
then his panel truck was found parked on a side 
road in the township park near the Lake Super­ 
ior shoreline. The Ckmst Guard reported finding 
a lb-foot aluminum boat with its motor upside­ 
down near Red Ridge in Houghton County, about 
one and one-half miles out on Lake Superior. 
The boat was identified as the same type seen 
near Toffolo’s truck last week. 


Professor A. K. Snelgrove of Michigan 
Tech’s geological and engineering department 
discussed a proposed $2,050,000 two-stage, long­ 
term exploration and research program of the 
iron carbonate deposits in the Iron River-Crystal 
Falls section of the Menominee Iron Range at 
a meeting of the Iron Mountain-Kingsford Ro­ 
tary Club. “The program would attempt to de­ 
termine if the life of that district can be pro­ 
longed for another century by following t h e 
example of Algoma Steel in Michipicoten, On­ 
tario, Canada,” Snelgrove said. “The iron car­ 
bonate deposits of the Iron River-Crystal Falls 
district constitute a huge, low-grade, unexploit­ 
ed reserve. Over one billion tons averaging about 
25 per cent iron are reported by the U. S. Geol­ 
ogical Survey to exist to open pit depth in the 
largest of four separate areas.” 


Robert Kubsik, 18, Michigan Tech student, 
Is reported in good condition in Calumet Public 
Hospital, where he was taken after falling 75 
feet down the steep slope of the bluff he was 
attempting to climb northwest of the old Cliff 
copper mine near Eagle River in the Copper 
Country. A large rock rolled over him as he fell. 
It took a rescue party about two and one-half 
hours to reach him, and he was brought down 
from the slope strapped to a stretcher. 


Progress plans for the Menominee-Marin- 
ette airport were outlined at a conference of rep­ 
resentatives of those two cities at North Cen­ 
tral Airlines headquarters in Minneapolis. The 
plans call for expenditure of between two and 
five million dollars f o r improvements which 
would include construction of a new 6,000-foot 
north-south runway and a new terminal build­ 
ing. The expansion program will be necessary 
for the Menominee-Marinette area to receive jet 
airliner service. North Central plans to begin jet 
service to the Upper Peninsula Oct. 26, but only 
the Marquette, Escanaba and Iron Mountain air­ 
ports now are qualified to handle the big jet 
planes. 
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Children, Dogs Need 
Same Family Treatment

LAPEER (AP) — You might 
get in trouble treating your 
children like dogs, unless you 
are a person like Tony Hayes, 
Oxford. 
Hayes, 
who trains 
hunting 
dogs at the Hunters Creek Club 
south of here, has this attitude: 
If you like children and dogs, 
you might have the makings of 
a dog trainer—that is. if you 
treat both the kids and the dogs 
the same way. 
Hayes not only suggests treat­ 
ing dogs like members of the 
family, but he advises putting 
the children in the dog pen—the 
kids, mom, not hubby. 
He didn’t say what it will do 
for me child, but it’s a great 
way to bring up a dog. He be­ 
lieves in giving a dog daily hu­ 
man contact from the time it is 
three weeks old. 
And can there be a better 
combination 
than 
youngsters 
and puppies? Besides, it keeps 
the kids off the street. 
The children comes into the 
picture because dad usually has 
to work every day. When they 
play with a puppy they pave the 
way for the kind of “good rela­ 
tionship” Hayes believes every 
dog owner should have with his 
pet if he hopes to train it him­ 
self. 
If you do become a good com­ 
panion to your dog. Hayes said, 
you have a better chance of 
training it well than does a 
strange professional. 
But he warned that the ama­ 
teur could easily get tripped up 
if he fails to observe some of 
the principles of training. 
“For one thing,” he said, 
“don’t forget the dog doesn’t 
know 
that you 
are 
human. 
You’re just another animal to 
him.” 
And it could turn out that the 
dog will be the leader, not the 
owner—depending on how dad 
goes about handling his puppy. 
A dog has all of the brains it 
will get at four months, Hayes 
maintained. “So you can start 
training it at an early age.” 
He doesn’t think one can make 
too much of a pet of his dog, 
even if it is one of the hunting 
breeds. “You can’t spoil it,” he 
declared. “Once it accepts you 
as his leader, he’ll do things to 
please you.” 
In teaching a dog something, 
he advised, don’t give it the idea 
you are making the dog do it. 
Lead the dog into doing it as if 
you are letting him, he said, or 
the animal will resent it. 
Make everything the dog does 
fun, he added. 
He confessed that he lets his 
bird dogs run at large when 
they are puppies, in addition to 
letting children play with them. 
“I don’t believe in keeping 
them in solitary confienment,” 
he explained. “I allow them to 
develop on their own initiative.” 
Keeping them penned up, he 
claimed, is like trying to raise 
a child in a single room. But he 
admitted one doesn’t always 
have space to let his dogs roam. 
He follows a couple of major 
premises to which be credits his 
success. 
“First, I get the dog (sent 
to him for training) to know 
me. I show it that it need have 
no fear, that I won’t harm him. 
“Secondly, I do not use physi­ 
cal force of any type. This is 
slower, 
but 
I 
‘educate’ 
my 
dogs.” 
Force may teach a dog an 
exercise, he said, but you do 
not “educate” an animal by 
force. He added the use of kind­ 
ness gains an animal’s confi­ 
dence. 
Kindness is the main tool used 
by wild animal trainers, he 
pointed out. If it works on leo­ 


pards, it will work on dogs. 
“I’ve had many ‘throw-away* 
dogs,” he said, “dogs sent to 
me by owners who said the 
animals 
couldn’t be trained. 
They felt they had either the 
choice of shooting them or giv­ 
ing them away.” 
Yet some of the best dogs 
Hayes has 
trained or owned 
have been given to him after 
the owners gave up, he said. 
While he is an “old-tim e” 
trainer—he’s been at it since 
1936—Hayes believes his meth­ 
ods are “new.” He thinks more 
and more trainers will come to 
use them, eventually eliminat­ 
ing force training. 
But he admitted that the only 
thing trainers who use 
force 
methods agree with so far is 
that “I get the job done.” 
He gets the job done, he be­ 
lieves, by communicating with 
the dog. Get the dog thinking 
the way you are, he suggested. 
It is slower, he admitted, but he 
believes “there’s no substitute 
fox* work.” 
Working with a young dog 
takes much patience, he admit­ 
ted. An owner of a bird dog, 
for example, should take it out 
in the field regularly—spending 
time every day if possible with 
his dog. 
“Get it used to following you 
into the field.” he said. “Let it 
chase butterflies or field birds. 


Don’t say a word to lf.” 
Once it becomes bold enough 
to hunt, Hayes said, take it 
where you know there are game 
birds. Where these are scarce 
one can use pigeons. 
When the pup gets “birdy,” 
when it understands what it is 
out for, he said, one can proceed 
with yard training—teaching it 
to sit, whoa, come and retrieve. 
It is natural for a puppy to 
chase anything that moves, he 
pointed out. And this helps the 
owner teach it to retrieve. As it 
gets older it loses its desire to 
play, 
making 
such 
training 
more difficult. 
But he added that one cannot 
expect results from a puppy in 
just a few days. “Don’t get the 
dog confused and frustrated by 
getting mad,” he warned. 
He believes a dog understand* 
the mood his master may be in. 
“If you ever are down, don’t at­ 
tempt to train a dog. He’ll be 
more concerned about you than 
about what you are trying to 
teach it.” 
Hayes “teaches” his wards to 
do what is expected of them, he 
does not “break” them. 
Most 
dogs just tolerate their owners, 
he claimed, rather than being 
affectionate. 
He would rather have a good 
companion. If he does, he knows 
it will perform in the field for 
him. 


FDA May Be Asked 
To Raise DDT Level 
In Great Lakes Fish 


LANSING (AP) — The Food 
and Drug Adminstration prob­ 
ably wiW be asked to raise the 
permissible DDT level in Great 
Lakes fish to 15 parts per mil­ 
lion in salmon and lake trout 
and IO PPM in other fish. 
Dr. Kenneth R. Wilcox J*., 
chief of the Public Health De­ 
partment’s Bureau of Laborato­ 
ries, said the five upper Great 
Lakes states would petition the 
FDA to raise DDT tolerance 
limits. 
To Present Petition 
“Our goal is to take this (the 
petition) down to talk to people 
at the Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration within 
the next two 
weeks and submit it shortly 
thereafter,’* Wilcox said. 
Although the five states have 
not yet reached final agreement 
on the petition, Wilcox said, 
“what we’re recommending for 
salmon and lake trout is 15 
PPM. On other fish, we're ask­ 
ing IO PPM.” 
The petition action derives 
from Gov. William Milliken’* 
Upper Great Lakes Conference 
called earlier this year to study 
the peticide problem following 
the confiscation of several tons 
of Lake Michigan Coho salmon 
that exceeded the FDA’s interim 
tolerance level of 5 PPM. 
Other Fish Affected 
While most publicity has cen­ 
tered around the recently intro­ 
duced Coho salmon, chubs and 
lake trout from Lake Michigan 
have been taken off the market 
because of the high levels of 
DDT. 
Thomas Brown. Detroit dis­ 
trict director of the FDA, late 
last week initiated action to con­ 
fiscate a shipment of smoked 
chubs that allegedly exceeded 
the five PPM level for fish sold 
in interstate commerce. 
Chub* Count High 
In addition, Brown said, four 
shipments of chubs had been 
voluntarily taken off the market 
by producers an recent month* 


because of excessively high lev­ 
els of DDT. 
“I had understood some of the 
chubs were running up to eight 
or nine PPM.” said Wilcox. 
“We’ve been concerned about 
pesticide levels in all oily fishes, 
and of course chubs are oily.” 
added Jack Bai!!* of the Depart­ 
ment of Natural Resources Fish 
Division. Bails said the annual 
income derived from chub fish­ 
ing in Lake Michigan amounted 
to slightly less than SI.4 million. 
“Thev 
(commercial 
fisher­ 
men) derive more money from 
chubs than any other single spe­ 
cies of fish,” he said. 
In addition, Bails said the de­ 
partment had confiscated some 
lake trout from Lake Mlichigan 
that exceeded the five PPM lev­ 
el. 
Trout Being Sold 
Although commercial fisher­ 
men are currently prohibited 
from catching lake trout, Bails 
raid, some lakers are caught 
incidentally in nets used for tak­ 
ing other species and commer­ 
cial fishermen are permitted to 
sell the trout. 
Commenting on tile DDT lev­ 
els in lake trout, Bails said “In 
many area* they did (exceed 
the limit) and they were turned 
over to us. In some areas of the 
lake they were safe, in other 
areas they were not.” 
Whitefish — another commer­ 
cially important fish in Lake 
Michigan—are relatively free of 
DDT, Bails said. He thought this 
was because most whitefish tak­ 
en from Lake Michigan are 
caught in the northern reaches 
of tile lake. 
DDT 
in whitefish probably 
would be higher if they were 
harvested from southern por­ 
tions of the lake, he added.

Let’s say you’re declarer at 
four hearts and West leads the 
king of spades. It would seem 
natural to win the spade, draw 
trumps, and finesse the jack of 
diamonds. 
If the finesse succeeded you 
would have ten sure tricks, but 
if it lost you could be in trouble 
and go down if East shifted to 
the queen of clubs. 
However, this would be the 
wrong way to play the hand. 
There is a much safer method 
of play, and, in fact, it is sure 
to bring home the marbles re­ 
gardless of how the cards ara 
divided. 
You should win the spade 
lead with the ace, draw trumps, 
and cash the A-K of diamonds, 
deliberately avoiding the fi­ 
nesse. You then play the jack 
of spades from dummy, but in­ 
stead of ruffing it, you discard 
the five of diamonds. 
West finds himself on lead 
but is helpless. He cannot af­ 
ford 
a 
spade 
continuation, 
which would give you a ruff 
and discard, so he is bound to 
lead a diamond or a club. 
He cannot lead a diamond 
(even if he has one) without 
establishing a diamond for you 
in dummy, and he likewise 
cannot lead a club without 
making your king a trick. So 
whatever the nature of his 
hand, West is bound to give you 
the contract once you adopt 
this method of play. 
Situations like this are by no 
means uncommon. Before pin­ 
ning your hopes on the favor­ 
able loc&ltdon of a particular 
card (such as the queen of dia­ 
monds or ace of clubs in the 
present case), you should look 
for a method of play that either 
reduces or completely elimi­ 
nates 
the 
element of luck. 
Whenever possible, you leave 
nothing to chance.

Two-Year High 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Un­ 
employment in September made 
its biggest leap in nine years 
and rose to its highest rate in 
two years, the Labor Depart­ 
ment announced Monday. 
The 
over-all 
unemployment 
rose from 3.5 per cent in Au­ 
gust to 4 per cent in Septem- j 
ber. the largest increase ainee 
Sept ember-OcIober 1960. 
The Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics noted that unemployment 
normally drops from August to 
September as young workers re­ 
turn to school—but it failed to 
drop this year. Unemployment 
was up 365.000 over the month, 
with two-fifths of the increase 
among workers in the 20 to 24 
age group. 
A spokesman for the bureau 
said the nation’s level of em­ 
ployment is at its highest in his­ 
tory and that the unemployment 
boost signifies a slowdown in 
the rate of employment growth 
—mostly in the construction and 
government fields. 
Over the year, unemployment 
has risen by 350.000. reflecting 
an increase of 150.000 for adult : 
women and 100,000 each for ad­ 
ult men and teen-agers. 
The actual number of unem­ 
ployed persons in September to­ 
taled about three million. The 4 
per 
cent 
unemployment rate 
was the highest since O ct 1967, 
when it reached 4.2 per cent. 
The trend this year began with 
a 3.3 per cent average in tha 
first quarter climbing to 3.5 in 
the second and 3.7 in the third. 
The bureau said one explana­ 
tion 
for 
the 
sharp 
increase 
might be that the September 
survey was taken early in the 
month, perhaps before a large 
number of young persons had 
yet re-entered school.

Cyclamate Is 


Probe Target 


WASHINGTON TAP) — The 
Food and Drug Administration, 
nearly a year after government 
scientists reported a possible 
health hazard, is showing signs 
of concern about cyclamate, an 
artificial sweetener used by an 
estimated 175 million Ameri­ 
cans. 
The sweetener, known as cyc­ 
lamate, has been linked mast 
recently to severe birth defects 
in chicken*. 
Cyclamate is found in a wide 
range of products from bacon to 
children’• vitamins to diet soft 
drinks and diet foods. 
FDA scientists reported in 
late October 1968 that a cycle 
mate b r e a k - d o w n product 
formed by one of every five hu 
mans who use the sweetener 
causes a shattering of genetic 
material when given to rats 
Comparable genetic breaks in 
humans 
are 
associated 
with 
barth deformities and cancer. 
Following network television 
accounts 
af 
the 
deformed 
chicks, FDA commissioner Her­ 
bert L. Ley, Jr. called late last 
week for a 30-day, hurry-up 
evaluation of cyclamates by the 
non-governmental N a t i o n a l 
Academy of Science. 
On Its delivery, said Ley, 
will decide the best methods of 
restricting the use of cycla­ 
mates.” 
Consumer spokesmen on Capi 
tod Hill, led by Senator Warren 
G. Magmuson, D-WaSh., have 
complained the FDA has react­ 
ed too slowly to cyclamate dan­ 
ger signs. 
The agency faiiled to alert a 
National Academy of Science 
Panel to the FDA chromosome 
study, the critics say. The NAS 
panel issued a generally favors 
hie report on cyclamates in De­ 
cember. 
And, the critics point to the 
fact that Ley waited 4 months 
after the report before propos 
ing what they say are mild la­ 
belling restrictions on cycla­ 
mate use. 
Products would have to show 
cyclamate content, and adults 
and children would be advised 
to limit their intake of the sub­ 
stance. The proposed regula­ 
tion* have not yet been put into 
effect.

‘ But I feel that if the races 
and generations don’t tell each 
other the truth and don’t be­ 
come more involved with each 
other in mutual understanding, 
civil war, a total disruption.” 
Although she has taken no for­ 
mal acting lessons—her father 
wished her not to—she has ab­ 
sorbed the life of the theater 
and film world since childhood. 
Celebrities do not awe her, and 
she has no particular desire at 
present to be one. 
‘‘My goal isn’t to be a movie 
sitar but to be a good actress,” 
she said. 
TOU, willowy and earnest, she 
can appraise her possibilities 
coolly. 
‘‘My biggest virtue, I feel, Is 
that I am capable, or will be, of 
doing what I set out to do—to 
express whatever talent I have 
for becoming a good actress. 
"I also think I can see people 
well. I can look at people and 
feel their vibrations and know 
them as they are. 
‘‘My biggest fault is probably 
hypersensitivity, sometimes to 
the point of being ridiculous. T 
can get very paranoid. I dot. t 
shrug off situations easily.”
